Death of Capt. Semmes.The Hero of the 
Alabama

A telegram from Mobile announces the 
death of Captain Raphael Se mines at 
Point Clear, Ala., at7 o’clock yesterday 
morning. v Captain Semraes isbest known 
aathe commander ot tho Confederate 
privateer Alabama, which after a long 
period of successful operation, was finally 
sunk off the French coast by tho Kear- 
sarge, under Ci-im land of Captain Wins¬ 
low. i>f the United Spates Navy. Cap¬ 
tain Seinmes was horn in Charles County 
Md., Sept 27, 1809. He entered the 
United States Navy as a midshipman in 
1826, was detailed to the )Lexington in 
1828, became a lieutenant in ^ 1 h: 17 , and 
rose by successive s eps to tho rank of 
commander in 185o. While waiting 
orders ill 1884 he studied law, and was 
admitted to the bar in Cumberland 
County, Md. During the Mexican war 
he served both at sea aud «>n shore as an 
aid to Gen. Worth. In 18.58 he was up 
pointed Secretary of the Light-House 
Board, which position he held at the 
breaking out of the civil war, wLion ho 
resigned it and joined the Confederates. 
He was appointed lo the command of the 
war-steamer Sumpter, at NewOrleaus. 
With this vessel he ran the blockade at 
the mouth of the Mississippi, and 
during the month of July, 18«»1, captured 
several Federal merchantmen .n the 
Gulf of Mexico. He went to Southamp¬ 
ton subsequently, where for sometime 
he was watched by the United States 
steamer Tuscarora, and when finally lie 
put to sea the Tuscarora, although detain¬ 
ed by the British authorities for a peii>d 
of thirty four hours, followed .him to the 
Straits of Gibraltar, aud blockade turn so 
closely >n the port of Tangier that he 
sold his vessel and returned privately to 
England.

£20,000 a year, and she received £43,000 
from her Duchy of Lancaster. The 
crown lands, given up to the country in 
lieu of a parliamentary annual grant,have 
of late years been so ably and economi¬ 
cally managed that their revenue covers 
tlie royal allowance, and these Crown 
lands wero as much the property of the 
.Sovereign as the lands of the Duke of 
Devonshire, or any other land holder, 
h jiro his. If the country choses tc make the 
most of these lauds by cutting up, say, 
the New Forest, and selling it in lots, 
and adopting a similar plan wi/u other 
outlying possessions of the Grown, it 
would make|n^>ney out of the royal family 
The revenue of the Duchy of Cornwall 
has risen irom £22,000 in 1824 to £75,- 
000 . and iucreased anually about £8.000 
so that the next Prince of Wales will 
probably be independent of a parliamen¬ 
tary grant.

Mr. Cavill,who Last year unsuccessfully 
attempted to swim irom Dover to Calais, 
started on Aug- 21 on another expedition 
of the same kind.

He started fro® Cape Griznez at 3:40 P. 
M. Telegrams from Dover announce 
that the attempt has boon successful. A 
Central New* despatch says;—When 
Cavill started it was low tide, the wind 
was southwest, and there was a decided 
bubble on the sea, although the water 
was not broken.

The sea had now become calmer, but a 
few minutes later the rain came dqwn 
in torrents and a heavy storm raging 
over the French coast, tho lightning and 
thunder being very severe. At 8 o’clock 
Cavill took some more refreshment's, an 
egy being put in the cocoa. F r tho next 
two hours nothing occurred save giving 
refreshments at intervals. At 10} the 
sky was clear again Cavill being asked 
at this time how ho felt, said, “I a/n cold 
fmt feel strong.” He continued to strug¬ 
gle on, getting nearer and nearer to the 
coast.

Itoath of Capt. Semines,The Hero of the 
Alabama. 

A telegram from Mobile announces the 
death of Captain Raphael Semines at 
Point Clear, Ala., at 7 o’clock yesterday 
morning. Captain Semines is best known 
as the commander ot tho Confederate 
privateer Alabama, which after a long 
period of successful operation, wa6 finally 
sunk off the Frencli ooast by tho Kear- 
sarge, under Command of Captain Wins¬ 
low. of the United Stales Navy. Cap¬ 
tain Seminas was born iu Charles County 
Md., Sept 27, 1809. lie entered the 
United States Navy ns a midshipman iu 
1826, was detailed to the )Lexington in 
1828, became a lieutenant in 1887, and 
rose by successive slops to the rank of 
oommander in 1855. While waiting 
orders in 1884 he studied law, and was 
admitted to the bar in Cumberland 
County, Md. During the Mexican war 
lie served both at sea and on shore as an 
aid to Geo. Worth. In 1858 he was ap¬ 
pointed Secretary of the ^Light-House 
Board, which position he held at the 
breaking out of the civil war, wbon ho 
resigned it and joined the Confederates. 
He was appointed to tho command of the 
war-steamer Sumpter, at New Orleans. 
With this vessel he ran the blockade at 
the mouth of the Mississippi, and 
during the month of July, 1861, captured 
several Federal merchantmen in tho 
Gulf of Mexico. Ho wont to Southamp¬ 
ton subsequently, where for some time 
he was watched by tho United States 
steamer Tuscarora, and when finally ho 
put to sea the Tuscarora, although detain¬ 
ed by the British authorities for a period 
of thirty four hours, followed .him to tho 
Straits of Gibraltar, and blockade him so 
closely in the port of Tangier that he 
sold his vessel and returned privately to 
England. Herein August, 1802, ho was 
ordered by the Confederate Government 
to the command of No. “220,” which be¬ 
came famous subsequenty as the Alabama 
known and dreaded of tile whole United 
States mercantile marine. This vessel 
was built for him at Birkenhead, and 
was manned by an English crew. With 
horho roamed the Reas, doing an infinite 
deal ot mischief for very long time. 
January 11, 1868. lie encountered the 
United States gun-boat. Ilatteras, off 
Galveston, Tex., and sank hor after a 
short action June 19th. 1864, lie “met 
his fate” in the Kersage, commanded by 
Captain Winslow, nine miles oil' the har¬ 
bor of Cherbourg.

Mr. Richard Grant White, who has 
recently been abroad, and who has sot 
down certain of the oxiicrUpces purchas¬ 
ed by hie “penny of observation” in on 
article entitled ‘‘Euglish Traits,” makes ja 
fow affirmations whicli while contrary 
genorol opinion, accurately accord wifh 
her the facts as we have seen them. Tbqy 
refer to the comparative phys Oil con¬ 
dition of the Euglish and American 
people. Mr. White asserts that, he has 
watcheo crowds ot English people ut 
theatres, festivals, churches, and rail¬ 
way stations ; that lie knows the hurnin 
physiognomy of all quarters of London, 
aud has walked through country villages 
and cathedral-towns ;and, as tho result 
of this wide observation, he declares tlwit 
“the inCn and . women are generally 
smaller and less robust than ours, a’id., 
above all, the women are, 

on tho whole, sparer and less blooming 
than onr8.”He thinks there aro more very 
ruddy peonte in England, but that deli¬ 
cately-graduated bloom is not very com¬ 
mon, while the proportion of people with¬ 
out color in their cheeks is nearly the 
same as here.

The London 
omnibus uriyers are no such ragged and 
slovenly vagabonds as those who make 
unsightly the Broadway stage (by way of 
compensation, the New York vehicle is 
much superior.) They are generally 
well-clothed, often wearing a “high hat.” 
the stamp of respectability in England 
England, and they sit on their boxes 
with the dignity and upright carrringe 
that hero wo never see, except on the 
box of a private carriage. Whether 
omnibus'drivers there are subject to any 
form uf drill or discipline, wo cannot say; 
if not., then they must be animated by 
greater pride and self-respect than ours 
are. Similar facts may bo observed with 
English railway-officials, especially with 
the guards and t^rters, who are . always 
trim, neat cleanly “set-up” men, prompt 
to serve, but always commanding ro- 
snect. This is not a slight matter, li 
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Many people really possessed ot a sin¬ 
cere desire to do right in all things, allow 
themselves to fall iutc the- habit ot using 
ungentle and even unkind words to those 
around them when, if their attention was 
called to tho fact in the right way, they 
would bo astonished at themselves. 
They mean u » harm, tut they do harm, 
b ith to the nisei ves and to their associates.

The Alabama had 
been for some time in Cherbourg, under¬ 
going repairs, and on passing out was 
obliged to encounter the Kearsago. A 
French man-of-war followed the Alabama 
to prevent any infraction of international 
law. The fight between the two vessel 
was short. Tho commander of the 
Kearsarge had taken the precaution to 
overhang the bulwarks with iron chains, 
from^which the shot of the Alabama re¬ 
bounded, doing little damage. In little 
more than an hour the Confederate cruis¬ 
er was completely disabled. Although 
Captain Semmes endeavoured streiioiisiy 
to reach the French coast, the attempt 
was unsuccessful and the vessel sank. 
■He** commander, thirteen of his officers 
and some of his sailors wero picked up by. 
the English steam-yacht Deerhound, 
which had accompanied the Alabama 
from Cherbourg in order to ho a spectator 
of the fight, and this vessel conveyed 
them in safety to England. Captain 
Semmes sncceoded after some difficulty in 
makiug his way hock to the Southern 
States, but the effectual block ad e of the 
Southern ports deprived him of further 
opportunities of continuing his advontur 
ous career. He wrote tho “Cruise of the 
Alabama and Sumter” and the “Log of 
the Alabama,” whicu were published in 
London in 1864. At tho close of the war 
Caotain Semmes began t«» practice law 
m Mobile. Ho was arrested and taken 
to Washington in 1805, but was set freo 
after four months’ imprisonment. Since 
then he has occupied hinta'lf in many 
ways, delivering lectures tltYoughout the 
South upon his exploits, and making one 
or two unsuccessful ventures in politics. 
He began writing early in l^ts career, and 
tho following books attest Ins industry in 
this direction. “Servicf Afloat and 
Ash *re During the Mexican War ”(1S5|); 
“Campaign of General Seotjt in tho Valley 
of Mexico” (1852); “The Bruise of the 
Alabama and the Sumter” (London and 
New York. 1864); and Mejpvirs of Ser¬ 
vice Afloat During the War Between tlip 
States” (Baltimore, 1869.) He. attained 
the rank of Admiral in the Confederate 
service,but hisjeourse after the war did not 
increase his popularity in the Southern 
States.

Similar facts may be observed >vith 
English railway-officials, especially with 
the guards and inters, who are ^always 
trim, neat cleanly “set-up” men, prompt 
to serve, but always commanding re¬ 
spect. This is not a slight matter. If 
4he habits of American life tend to make 
men slothful aud negligent, if they en¬ 
courage the spirit of the loafer and vaga¬ 
bond (and the recent rapid multiplication 
of tramps would seem to confirm it), it 
behooves us to look well and see whence 
may como tho remedy, and how to apply 
it. The good effect of unisorms in dress 
upon the morale of men has often been 
observed. We see, therefore, one way in 
which,in large bodies of men, the evil 
mentioned cau be partly retnodied. 
Conductors on city cars, for instance, 
just as they are now on the steam lines, 
might be put in uniform ; in all other 
cases where it is pratticable this should 
bo done, as one stop toward counteract¬ 
ing a tendency of a very serious nature. -

A writer in the American Agricultur¬ 
ist (W. Aswater, ofConnecticut,) writing 
of w«»ud ashes, says . —“Many of our best 
farmers in Connecticut use leached ashes, 
imported from Canada at a cost of from 
eighteen to twenty-eight ce^g or more 
per bushel, in preference to all other fer¬ 
tilizer* except barnyard and stable 
manure,” If New England farmers find 
it profitable to purchase leached ashes for 
fertilisers in Canada, and to bear, in ad¬ 
dition, th<? price paid for carriage, are 
they not worth thfi cost price to Canadian 
farmers ? Are their lauds so exceedingly 
fertile that they can afford to send away 
one of tho best fertilizers to be obtained 
in the country for the sake of a few dol¬ 
lars thoy will receive in exchange I Ashes 
ar j not so lightly valued by any other 
agricultuiists as they are here.

A writer in the American Agricultur¬ 
ist (W. Aswater, ofConnecticut,) writing 
of w.*od ashes, says .'—“Many of our best 
farmers in Connecticut use leached ashes, 
imported from Canada at a cost of from 
eighteen to twenty-eight cents or more 
per bushel, in preference to all other fer¬ 
tilizers except barnyard and stable 
manure,” If New England farmers find 
it profitable to purchase leached ashes for 
frrtilisors in Canada, and to boar, in ad¬ 
dition, tho price paid for carriago, are 
they not worth the cost price to Canadian 
farmers ? Are their lands bo exceedingly 
fertile that they can afford to send away 
one of tho best fertilizers to be obtained 
in the country for tho sake of a few dol¬ 
lars thoy will receive In exchange l Ashes 
arj not so lightly valued by any other 
agriculturists as they are help. In Ire¬ 
land not only is every shovelful of ashes 
from their turf fires carefully saved as a 
most valuable fertilizer, but even earth 
ferns anti headlands are burned in large 
ash-tires to obtain the ashes for manure ; 
and these ashes are not equal for the 
purpose to wood ashes. 

We know from experience that ashes is 
a fertilizer of great value to all our farm 
and garden crops. We have used it on 
the growing cereals and root crops, and 
in all cases with advantage. To the 
pota o crop we have found it especially 
ben: (icial, and as a top-dressing for lawns 
and meadows. All who have had much 
practical knowledge of the benefits to 
crops generally will fully agree that the 
analyses by chemists do not rate constit¬ 
uent elements more highly than is borne 
out byjexperience. From analyses by 
Prof. Johnson on others the average per¬ 
centages of plant food are from forty- 
seven to fifty pounds per one hundred 
pounds weight of wood ashes. A dress¬ 
ing of fifty pounds of unleached ashes |to 
the acre would give 200 bushelsjof potash, 
7G8 pounds of lime, 120 pounds of 
magnesia, 40 pounds of phosphoric lacid, 
gnfi 7 pounds of sulphuric acid (W. O.

Many subur¬ 
ban neighborhoods are being rapidly 
spoiled by the haphazard manner in 
which open spaces are covered by specu¬ 
lative buildings, and existing property is 
in many cases severely depreciated. 
Brickmakers, however, are making im¬ 
mense fortunes out of the present abnon 
mal activity. The prioes for bricks now 
average fifty to one hundred g*r cent, 
over those prevailing only a year ago. 
Auctioneers who trade in house property 
are i&so abnormally busy, and fnneral 
undertakers in every new neighborhood 
haye almost more business than they 
decently can coyer,” 


Brigham Young’s co-operative Store. 

A curious leature of Brigham Young’s 
despotism in the huge co-operative store 
erocted at Salt Lake City in 1868 at a 
cost of $160,000. Through Brigham’s 
influence, or rathor command, the saints 
took shares, in sums ranging $100 to 600 
until the whole capital stock of the in¬ 
stitution, amounting to nearly $800,000, 
was taken up. Branch stores were estab¬ 
lished in other parts ol the territory, and 
over the portals of all was painted, 
“Holiness to the Lord.” The aim of the 
prophe^and his partners was to crush out 
the gentile and apostate merchants and 
enrich themselves. Orders were issued 
to Mormons not to buy goods of gentiles 
or apostates, and these orders were en¬ 
forced by policemen who were stationed 
in trout of the objectionable stores and 
who turned customers that were about to 
enter. At the same time the various 
agencies throughout the territory were 
forbidden to buy their fabrics and pro¬ 
visions anywhere except at Brigham’s 
co-operative establishment. Its sales 
some years amounted to $4,000,000. 
Finally the tyranny became unbearable, 
since the Mormons had to pay exorbi¬ 
tant prices, and in time many of them 
secretly purchased much of what they 
wanted from gentile and apostate mer¬ 
chants ; unbelievers who moyed into 
Utah and of course gave the latter their 
patronage. The dividendsot the co-oper¬ 
ative store finally fell away, its credit de¬ 
clined, and bankruptcy now stales it in 
the face* Brigham induced hundreds of 
Mormons to deposit their savings with 
this institution, which bos the peculiarity 
of holding fast whatever goes into its 
capacious maw. As a gigantic swindler, 
Brigham was not overshadowed by any 
other man of this generation.

A Spider’s Fatal Bite. 

A week ago lost Thursday morning, 
Martha C«csar, a colored woman forty 
years of age, and wife of James Ctesar, 
proprietor of a resturant in Providence 
R. I. was awakened from sleep by a 
stinging sensation in her under lip, and 
found that she had been bitten by some 
insect, ^A,s tho rude cabin iu which they 
live, on Babcock street is infested by 
numerous spiders, slie aupposod that one 
of them had crawled\ipon the bed while 
she was asleep. During the daj’ her lip 
pained her severely, and at nightfit was 
badly swollen, and had turned to a 
purple color. Sho applied poultices and 
such simple remedies, but the swelling 
increased during Friday and Saturday, 
and the paj.ii extended to hor head and 
limbs. On Sunday Dr. Mathews was 
called ana found that the poison had 
made its way into her system so rapidly 
that there were but slight hopes of her 
recoyery from its malignant effects. 
However, he prescribed soothing medi 
cines and applied poultice*, which reduc¬ 
ed the swelling somewhat. Ou Monday 
Mrs. Ciesar lost the control of hex limbs, 
and was obliged to lie down on lmr bod, 
from which she never arose. On Tues¬ 
day she gra lually became unconscious, 
and her <aco was swollen beyond recog¬ 
nition, but she was suffering terribly. 
She died at about 11 >10 on Wodnesdav 
night.

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The Bankrupt Law 

ITS EVIL EFFECTS. 

A New York paper gives the follow¬ 
ing illustration of what may be done to 
to defraud creditors under tbe Bankrupt 
law’ by dishonest men willing to swindle 
and commit perjury : A merchant 
bought S 12,00 worth of goods on credit 
and soon after had himself put into bank¬ 
ruptcy by a friend so ho would have to 
pay nothing f.,r a release, procured a 
friend to be made Assignee, who had the 
stock appraised at $5,000, which another 
fnond bought in at 50 cents on the dollar 
and transferred to the original merohant 
on the very day horeceived bis discharge, 
thus securing goods worth $ 12,000 for 
$ 2 ,o 00 . When one el bis creditors, pur- 
chasing at his store, asked a reduction on 
the article, giving as a reason that he had 
lost so much money by him, the debtor 
exclaimed : J‘Do you think I was such 
a fool as to go into bankruptcy for your 
benefit ?” It will fbe asked, How can 
such things be, and not come to the 
notice of the officers of the Court j The 
proceeding* were regular, and the Ooqrt 
relies upon the eatji* made )>efc>r* it. 
Even in the Case of the bankrupt who 
has no desire lo defraud, the fees attend- 
ing the proceedings ore so enormous that 
as the law student said. “The aim of 
bankruptcy seems to be to make an 
equitable division of the assets between 
tho officers of the Court and the members 
of the Bar.— Journal of Commerce .

CONCLUSION OF THE EVIDENCE. 

On Friday afternoon the prosecution 
against Mr. Jesse Potter, proprietor of 
the Brisco House, was. The following 
additional evidence wan taken : 

Charles Cornell, sworn.—I am the 
bar tender ; 1 have not sc Id any liquor 
since I lmye been iu tbe Brisco House, in 
theempljy of Jesse Potter. Between 
tin* 4th of July and the4th August 1 sold 
what they called claret ; i do not know 
whether it in claret or Hot. It was pre¬ 
sented td mo by Mr. Potter as claret, as 
a temperance drink; it was used as a flavor 
in the soda water fountain.

ROK —I do 
not know that the liquor 1 got at Pruyn’s 
was claret ; I think it was a "doctored” 
liquor. I am doubtful if there was any 
of the juice of tho grape in it. There 
would bo alcohol in any article which 
undergoes fermentation. 

Mr, Roe contemlod thut none of the 
witnesses swore that the liquor drank 
wu» spirituous ; that the claret refured 
to was used as a flavor for temperance 
drinks, that as noon as it was suggested

Ilemy was asked re¬ 
peatedly by outsiders to procuro a light, 
lie gave his word that I 10 would see fair 
play.

This can be dona by 
making the wall abote low-water mark 
of soma malarial impervious to water, or 
by omitting tills part of the wall altogetli- 
ar. The first can be accomplished by 
having the wall from a point two or three 
feat from the bottom made of brick With 
a ooat of hydraulic cement on it* exterior, 
or of hydraulic well tubing with the 
jointings well protected with cement ; in 
either case the earth shonld be thorough¬ 
ly packed around the wall, and a slight 
embankment should be made around the 
orifice to prevent the in-ftow of surface or 
storm water. 

In such a well the draining surface is 
so reduced, and placed at such a distance 
below the surface of the ground, that In 
the great majority of instances tho intro¬ 
duction of foreign matter becomes im 
possible, except in so far as there is a 
chance that substances will fall into the 
wall from above. To prevent this the 
wtfU'Yhfifihl be covered when not in use. 
In fait*de*s, however, it is better to 
omit the upper part of the well altogeth¬ 
er. After the excavation is completed, 
the wall can be built in the usual roan- : 
ner for a distance of two or three feet, 
more or less, as circumstances may* <1*- 
mand; the service pipe can then be 
placed in position, and tbe well arched 
over. The remainder of the excavation 
can then be filled with earth, well packed 
as it is thrown in, and tbe pipe cairied 
to any convenient point. It will be nec 
essary to place above the arch several 
layers of stones successively smaller to 
prevent the falling of earth into the space 
below. 9 

The workmen will probably suggest a 
layer of turf or straw to accomplish this 
object, but the presence of either of these 
sukalances will cause the water to be un- 
pleAtMt for a considerable time, and will 
prove tbe cause of much annoyance.

At last one of them 
oast a suspicious eye on the high shelf, 
upon which lay, flat on their sides, a 
quantity or corkleas and, apparently, 
empty flasks. Mounting to this he dis¬ 
covered that each flask contained brandy 
or whiskey in such quantity that it just 
failed to run from the uncorked 
neck. 

Bottles ol“patent ginger beer,’’of which 
two contained alcohol equal to a bottle 
of whiskey, had a ready sale for 
months. 

InPortland there are a great[number of 
small dubs, oi from a dozen to twenty 
members each, formed for the express 
purpose of drinking. Each member pays 
a small weekly fee, and receive a cer¬ 
tain number of tickets. A rowm g hired, 
near the express office if possible, and 
liquor, generally beer, is sent there in 
bulk from Portsmouth or Boston. Each 
of the tickets held by members is good 
for one drink, but none of the liquor is 
sold. 

The express companies are doing an 
immense business in the transportation of 
packages of liquor between Boston and 
Portland. The Portland agents of the 
Eastern Express Company told me that 
they received on an average a car load 
of liquor per day from Boston. It is

Pomphlet fro 
The special Medicine is sold by al 
at *1 per package, or six packages foi 
b» sent by mail on receipt of tbe mo 
dressing.

He also tried a si miliar ex¬ 
periment with three small, common 
cows, weighing 80Q lbs. each, and two 
large cows, weighing 1,200 lbs. each ; so 
that the weight of each lot was 
equal. The experiment was made in the 
winter, all the cows being dry. They 
were all fed on mixed clover and timothy 
hay, cut five eights of an inch long, with 
two quarts of bran mixed with each 
busbefof cat bay. The feed was weigh¬ 
ed as given to each lot, and supplied ad 
libitum. During 30 days the three small 
cows ate, on the average, 70 lbs. per day, 
*nd the large cows 00 lbs. per day. At 
the end of the experiment, the three 
mafl OCrws had gained 05 lbs., and the 
two large cows ti’Z pounds. Here was a 
difference in food in favor of the large 
animal of 10.6 percent. The cows were 
all apparently, in the same condition at 
the beginning.
